what above the a\erage, says that 
monthly report of tho 
bureau of 


crops and livestock estimates, re- 
leased for publication here today 
Frosts and freezes did some dam- 
age to the corn, according to the 
report. Yields of spring- grains are 
up to 
previous expectations, and 


i ields of hay are below last year, 
continues the summary. It also lists 
potatoes as lower in condition. 


The report follows in part:
